Israel:  a  personal 


Hv   Hiitli  Mirschman 


memoir 


In  ihe  timeless  cemeters  of  Safed.  the  tombstones  of  the 
great  C'abbalists.  tlie  holy  mystics  of  Judaic  religion,  are  a 
cobalt  blue.  As  I  stood  at  sunset  on  a  high  hill  above  them, 
a  Hock  of  crows  flew  overhead  and  downward,  and  encircled 
the  blue  tombs. 

The  ancient  buildings,  of  what  once  was  the  Arab  village 
of  .Safed,  line  the  slopes'  about  the  cemetery,  their  founda- 
tions merging  into  the  mountain  itself;  one  house  leading  in- 
to the  garden  of  another,  winding  upward.  The  walls  have 
strange  holes  in  them-tcars  in  the  rock  like  gaping  wounds, 
the  reminders  of  the  bitter  battle  fouglil  here  for  possession 
of  this  earth. 

The  most  nieaningtul  memories  I  have  of  Israel,  while  at- 
tending a  convention  of  women  journalists  there  this  June, 
were  not  recorded  on  cassctts  and  will  not  be  airing  on  the 
Middle  I'ast  series.  They  were  enduring,  moving,  and  person- 
al, the  kmd  of  experiences  that  do  not  lend  themselves  to 
the  technology  of  electronic  media.  To  have  attempted  to  re- 
cord them  would  have  been  to  destroy  the  intimacy  of  the 
experience  itself. 

But  to  suggest  at  it.  1  find  it  more  appropriate  to  write  a- 
bout  a  country  now  governed  by  a  people  whose  survival 
was  based  upon  the  idea  of  Ihe  letter  of  language  itself. 


Two  overwhelming  impressions  I  have  of  Israel  come  from 
disparate  environments.  One  lies  in  the  ba<?aars  of  old  Jeru- 
salem, sitting  in  the  back  rooms  of  the  small  shops,  sipping 
mint  tea  with  Bedouins  and  Palestinians,  and  talking  of  phil- 
osophy, politics  and  fatiiily  life.  To  savor  the  Eastern  way  of 
conducting  business,  leisurely,  after  refreshment  and  conver- 
sation, is  both  charming  and  civilizing.  To  the  tourist  passing 
through  these  narrow  windmg  streets,  this  contact  amounts 
to  a  haggling  over  the  price  of  goods,  with  a  merchant  he  usu- 
ally regards  disdainfully  as  backward,  uneducated  and  unclean. 
The  enchantment  of  the  East  pervades  these  back  rooms,  as 
well  as  outrage  against  the  humiliations  of  Ihe  grotesque  po- 
sition these  people  find  themselves  in.  This  is  a  particular 
irony  for  a  Jew  to  perceive-who,  for  2.000  years,  had  had  to 
define  himself  to  the  world. 

One  sunny  afternoon,  a  young  Arab  mechanic  who  had  im- 
pulsively been  given  the  day  off  from  work,  took  me  about 
the  Mount  of  Olives.  We  came  upon  three  crumbling  cemeter- 
ies, set  asi(k  and  across  from  each  other:  one.  Jewish;  one, 
Moslem;  one.  Christian.  And  as  Semitic  brother  and  sister 
we  wondered  to  each  other  whether  peace  would  ever  come 
to  Jerusalem,  apart  from  this  quiet  memorial  spot. 

One  weekend  I  spent  at  a  kibbutz  under  the  Golan  Heights. 
"We  believe,"  said  the  spokesmen  for  the  kibbutz  to  the  visit- 
ing group,  "that  each  should  hve  according  to  his  needs."  (He 
did  not  credit  the  quotation  from  Marx-if  he  had.  the  visitors 
would  have  been  shocked). 

On  the  kibbutz  1  found  the  most  intellectual  and  literate 
group  of  Israelis  I  had  met.  The  incredible  sacrifice  it  must 
have  taken  for  these  highly  complicated  individuals  to  live  col- 
lectively, to  attempt  to  forge  a  reality  from  idealism,  was  pro- 
foundly moving.  As  mass  communications  become  part  of 
their  daily  life,  as  all  about  them  status  is  increasingly  identi- 
fied with  material  goods,  their  past  as  the  pioneering  spiritual 
force  of  the  country,  and  their  importance  in  its  vision  for 
the  future,  is  in  a  state  of  crisis. 

The  Golan  Heights  was  my  first  encounter  with  a  battle- 
field. The  road  up  is  torturous  and  harrowing;  the  fortifica- 
tions are  deep  in  the  earth,  with  ceilings  of  barbed  wire  and 
narrow  openings  for  machine  guns.  They  smell  of  death.  Sym- 
bolically. I  found  upon  those  paths  the  skin  a  viper  had  shed. 
I  wrapped  it  in  the  sheaves  of  wheat  that  also  thrive  upon 
these  hills,  and  keep  it  as  a  memento. 

At  the  center  of  this  memoir  is  Jerusalem-the  heart-a 
heart  of  stones,  spellbinding  stones  that  speak  in  many  tongues. 
Even  the  last  half  of  the  20th  century,  no  one  speaks  of  her 
in  strategic  terms.  The  magic  of  Jerusalem  lies  in  the  language 
of  poetry  and  beyond  history  itself. 

"By  the  rivers  of  Babylon,  there  we  sat  down,  yea  we  wept 

when  we  remembered  ZUm.  .  . 
How  shall  we  sing  the  Lord's  song  in  a  strange  land'' 
If  I  forget  thee.  O  Jerusalem,  let  my  right  hand  forget  her

The  subject  of  the  Middle  East  is  an  explosive 
one-and  it  may  well  be  that,  by  the  end  of 
the  month,  almost  every  listener  will  have  been 
outraged  by  at  least  one  program  from  this 
special  series.  The  struggle  in  the  Middle  East 
today  exists  not  only  at  the  government  level- 
within  each  country,  there  is  a  struggle  also 
going  on:  for  the  direction,  for  the  vision,  for 
the  souls  of  the  people.  It  is  to  that  struggle  in 
particular  that  we,  as  an  alternative  to  both 
commercial  and  government-supported  media, 
have  chosen  to  direct  our  focus. 


Pacifica  Radio  is  an  entity  apart  from  the  mass  media  in  the 
United  States.  Our  series  on  the  Middle  East  reflects  many 
of  the  concerns  and  commitments  that  we  have  made  over 
the  years  of  our  existence  to  ideas  that  were  not  necessarily 
majority  viewpoints,  either  in  our  own  country  or  abroad. 

Movement  in  the  Middle  East  does  not  generally  represent 
the  prevailing  establishment  ideology  either  of  the  Israeli  or 
Arab  governments.  It  does  provide  an  insight  into  progres- 
sive forces  that  exist  in  the  area,  that  relate  to  activist  move- 
ments in  the  United  States  and  the  world,  and  that,  hopeful- 
ly, will  be  able  to  relate  to  each  other. 

There  will  of  course  be  programs  that  do  present  popular  at- 
titudes and  have  their  governments'  endorsement.  But  the 
real  importance  of  this  series  lies  in  the  thoughts  and  atti- 
tudes of  those  who  have  not  been  given  much  of  a  hearing 
in  our  country,  though  they  are  well  known  in  their  own. 

The  Israeli  programs  are  mainly  from  a  series  of  interviews 
I  conducted  during  a  stay  in  Israel  this  June.  Although  I  had 
the  opportunity  to  hear  major  political  figures  it  seemed  to 
me  that  they  are  being  extensively  and  adequately  covered 
by  the  press  and  media  in  the  United  States.  I  was  particular- 
ly interested  in  discovering  what  energy  was  being  generated 
by  people  who  could  relate  to  a  Pacifica  audience,  whose 
views  might  one  day  be  the  emerging  force  for  peace.  Most 
of  the  voices  you  will  hear  come  from  people  in  high  places; 
two  Israeli  members  of  Parliament,  the  Secretary  of  the  His- 
tadrut,  the  former  commander  of  the  Stern  Gang,  Israel's 
leading  feminist,  and  a  chief  foreign  correspondent.  These 
interviews  will  be  prefaced  by  introductions  which  I  hope 
will  give  you  some  of  the  flavor  of  the  experience  of  the  in- 
terviewer. 

The  programs  from  the  Arab  viewpoint  are  generally  just 
as  unrepresentative  of  the  prevailing  status  quo  as  their  Is- 
raeli counterparts-perhaps  even  more  so.  Most  of  this  seg- 
ment of  the  series  is  being  produced  In- our  studios  by  the 


m 
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Middle  Eastern  Support  Committee,  an  umbrella  organiza- 
tion of  movement  and  student  groups.  The  nucleus  of  peo- 
ple working  on  these  programs  are  Palestinians,  Iraquis,  Sy- 
rians, Lebanese  and  Iranians,  and  they  too  have  a  different 
vision  of  the  Middle  East  than  represented  by  the  established 
governments  of  their  countries.  The  areas  covered  will  range 
from  the  issue  of  a  national  Palestinian  identity  to  Bhofar, 
South  Yemen,  and  the  Persian  Gulf. 

In  addition,  archive  programs  produced  by  KPFA  and  WBAI, 
our  sister  stations  in  Berkeley  and  New  York  will  be  included. 

Perhaps  the  high  point  of  the  series  for  many  listeners  will 
be  the  two  90-minute  Open  Phone  programs  at  the  end  of 
the  month,  which  will  give  you  an  opportunity  to  directly 
question  proponents  of  the  views  we  will  be  airing. 

Movement  in  the  Middle  East  will  be  heard  regularly  Wed- 
nesday evenings  at  8:30  p.m.,  Thursday  evenings  at  10:30 
p.m.  and  Sunday  evenings  at  6:45  p.m.  Check  your  Folio 
listings  for  rebroadcast  times— the  Watergate  Watch  schedule 
permitting. 

Because  the  Watergate  Hearings'  schedule  make  it  likely  las 
we  go  to  press)  that  the  Morning  Reading  will  be  pre-empted, 
we  are  rescheduling  a  serialized  presentation  from  the  work 
of  an  important  young  Israeli  novelist  at  11:30  p.m.,  Mon- 
days through  Thursdays.  Two  contemporary  Palestinian  li- 
terary programs.  The  Disinherited  and  Enemy  of  the  Sun, 
will  be  featured  during  the  series  as  well. 

Finally,  we  want  to  remind  you  that  we  are  in  no  way  sug- 
gesting that  this  is  a  comprehensive  series— even  of  the  altern- 
ative views  that  exist  today.  I  think  you  will  find  it  a  unique 
attempt,  the  kind  of  programming  indigenously  Pacifica.  If 
you  would  like  to  put  your  own  thoughts  and  reactions  on 
paper,  I'd  be  happy  to  hear  from  you,  and  perhaps  we  could 
publish  them  in  a  future  Folio.

CRY, THE  BELOVED  COUNTRY 

Based  on  the  novel  by  Alan  Paton,  this  classic  film  made  in  1952  deals  with  the  inhumanity 
of  apartheid  in  South  Africa,  and  is  as  tragically  true  today  as  when  it  was  first  made. 
Canada  Lee,  a  simple  man  of  God,  searches  through  the  Johannesburg  slums  for  his  angry  son. 
A  young  newcomer  to  film,  Sidney  Poitier  attempts  to  help,  Miriam  Makeba  makes  her  cinema 
debut  as  a  singer.  But  most  striking  about  this  film  is  its  authenticity,  its  portrayal  of  the  tra- 
vels from  the  village  life  of  human  encounter  to  the  alienation  of  a  racist  metropolis. 

The  film  builds  through  the  gold  mines  of  South  Africa,  where  black  laborers  sweat  away  their 
lives  digging  holes  in  the  harsh  earth  that  is  the  absurd  basis  of  the  international  monetary  sys- 
tem, to  a  conclusion  that  is  harrowing,  personal  and  unforgettable. 

There  are  probably  many  of  you  who  remember  this  film  from  years  back,  and  we  are  sure 
you  want  to  see  it  again.  We  especially  recommend  it  to  those  younger  members  of  our  Club, 
who  have  not  had  the  opportunity  to  experience  it  or  the  great  perfomance  of  Canada  Lee,
